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COTTAGE  SEMINARY, 


POTTSTOWX,  PA. 


This  Institution  is  located  on  the  Eastern  border  of  the 
Borough  of  Pottstown,  in  the  valley  of  the  Schuylkill — 
commanding  a  beautiful  and  extended  rural  prospect.  It  is 
two  hours  ride  from  Philadelphia,  by  the  Pliiladelphia  and 
Readino’  Rail  Road. 

O 

A  more  desirable  retreat  for  3mung  ladies,  or  one  more 
conducive  to  the  objects  of  an  Educational  Institution  can 
seldom  be  found ;  especiallj^  in  view  of  the  healthfulness  of 
the  location,  the  beauty  of  the  surrounding  countiy,  and  the 
j  culture  and  taste  of  the  people. 

The  building  is  nearly  new,  commodious  and  spacious,  and 
suitably  furnished  for  the  comfort  of  the  pupils.  It  is  one 
hundred  and  nine  feet  long,  and  three  stories  high  above  the 
basement.  The  sleeping  rooms  are  large  and  well  ventilated, 
and  each  calculated  to  receive  two  {uipils,  and  oiily  two. 

The  care  of  each  of  these  rooms  is  entrusted  in  part,  to  its 
own  occupants;  and  is  expected  to  be  kept  neat,  being  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  daily  inspection  of  the  officers  of  the  Institution. 
The  buildino’  is  lighted  with  gas,  from  the  same  source  that 
lights  the  Borough  of  Pottstown. 

There  is  a  veranda  on  the  rear  of  the  building,  correspond¬ 
ing  to  each  stor^^,  and  extending  the  whole  length  of  the 
building,  where  the  young  ladies  can  take  exercise  in  the 
open  air,  when  the  inclemenc}^  of  the  weather  deprives  them 

of  their  accustomed  daily  walk.

The  object  to  be  attained  in  a  course  of  Education,  is  the 
full  development  of  the  Intellectual  and  Moral  powers,  so  as 

t 

to  form  and  establish  a  symmetrical  character,  and  thus  fit 
the  individual  for  the  duties  of  this  life  and  the  destiny  of  the 
life  to  come.  This  end  cannot  be  fully  attained,  unless  by  a 
course  of  study  which  is  both  extensive  and  thorough. 

According  to  this  scheme,  the  acquisition  of  knowledge, 
although  desirable  and  even  indispensable,  is  only  secondary 
to  the  culture  of  the  Intellectual  and  Moral  powers.  The 
acquisition  of  knowledge  is  first  in  the  order  of  nature,  but 
only  second  in  importance. 

The  pupils  should  be  taught  that  self-dependence  and  self¬ 
application  are  indispensable  to  success. 

The  knowledge  imparted  should,  however,  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble,  be  adapted  to  the  practical  purposes  of  life.  It  should 
be  scientifically  arranged,  so  as  to  train  the  minds  to  habits 
of  systematic  study — it  should  be  presented  in  its  compact 
and  synthetical  form,  that  the  memory  may  easily  grasp  and 
retain  it — and  after  it  is  thus  received  in  its  generalized  com¬ 
pleteness,  it  should  be  thoroughly  analyzed  that  it  maybe  fully 
understood. 

These  are  the  principles  which  this  Institution  has  adopted, 
and  endeavors  to  reduce  to  practice,  even  in  spite  of  some  of 
our  text  books,  which  present  the  truth  first  in  its  analyzed 
form. 

The  government  is  parental,  and  characterized  by  the 
blending  of  mildness  and  decision.  The  pupils  are  treated,  not 
as  machines  under  inexorable  physical  law,  but  as  rational, 
moral,  and  accountable  beings  ;  hence  the  attempt  is  made  to 
reach  the  conscience  by  appealing  to  reason  and  the  sense  of 
moral  obligation.  The  rules  adopted  to  secure  the  best  in¬ 
terest  of  the  pupils  are  neither  numerous  nor  complex,  hence 
they  will  be  strictly  interpreted  and  rigidly  enforced.

The  relation  of  pupils  and  teachers  is  mutual  and  reciprocal. 
Whoever  assumes  the  office  of  a  teacher,  tacitly  pledges  to 
the  pupils  under  his  care,  that  he  will  impart  thorough  in¬ 
struction,  and  exercise  a  kind  and  assiduous  care  over  them, 
so  as  to  secure  as  far  as  possible,  their  intellectual,  social,  and 
moral  advancement.  The  Pupils  on  their  part,  by  becoming 
members  of  the  school,  pledge  themselves,  not  only  to  comply 
with  all  its  published  rules,  but  also  cheerfully  to  acquiesce 
in  any  unpublished  requirements  which  may  be  made,  to  en¬ 
hance  the  common  interests  of  those  connected  with  the 
Institution 

If  the  teacher  is  tacitly  pledged  to  impart  thorough  instruc¬ 
tion,  the  pupils  are  in  a  like  manner  pledged  to  make  thorough 
preparation,  by  earnest  personal  application,  and  by  close 
attention  to  explanations  in  the  class  room.  Again,  if  the 
teacher  is  pledged  to  be  present  at  the  appointed  time  to  preside 
over  the  recitation,  the  pupils  are  pledged  to  be  present  to 
recite. 

So  far  as  these  principles  are  practically  acknowledged, 
complete  order  can  be  secured  and  thorough  scholarship 
attained. 

Parents  and  Guardians,  who  send  their  ehildren  or  wards 
to  school,  tacitly  pledge  thenselves  to  exert  their  influence 
and  authority  to  secure  the  discharge  of  these  reciprocal  obli¬ 
gations  of  teachers  and  Pupils.  Xeither  parents  nor  pupils 
should  expect  individual  privileges  to  be  granted,  which  are 
in  the  least  incompatible  with  the  best  interests  of  the  whole 
school. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  principles.  Punctuality 
in  every  department  of  duty  is  required. 

The  session  will  commence  on  the  day  s})ecilied  in  the  cir¬ 
cular,  and  not  several  days  or  weeks  after,  as  such  notices 
are  sometimes  practically  interpreted.  Unless  delayed  by  a 
Providential  necessity  every  pupil  should  be  present  on  the 
lirst  day  of  the  session,  and  reuiain  until  the  close.  The  loss 
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of  a  day,  or  oven  of  a  lesson,  is  frequently  a  serious  hindrance 
to  thorough  scholarsnip,  but  Avhen  these  absences  are  often 
repeated  they  produce  irreparable  injury.  All  the  boarding 
pupils  are  required  to  be  present  during  the  hour  for  study, 

niornino-  and  eveniiio-.

Unless  b}^  special  agreenieiit  no  pupil  will  be  received  for 
less  than  one  year;  and  no  reduction  will  be  made  to  those 
who  enter  a  few  weeks  after  the  commencement  of  the  ses¬ 
sion,  or  who  leave  before  its  close,  except  the  cause  of  absence 
is  protracted  sickness, 

Ao  young  lady  is  allowed  to  receive  calls,  except  from  a 
friend  of  her  family,  nor  to  accept  an  invitation  to  ride,  walk 
or  visit,  unless  the  Principal  receives  a  written  request  from 
one  of  the  parents,  or  her  guardian. 

It  is  desirable  that  friends  who  call  on  the  pupils,  should 
do  so  during  those  portions  of  the  day  which  are  devoted  to 
recreation. 

No  pupil  is  permitted  to  leave  the  Seminary  grounds,  unless 
in  the  company  of  one  of  the  teachers,  or  by  special  permis¬ 
sion  from  the  Principal. 

There  should  be  funds  given  to  the  pupils,  or  deposited 
with  the  Principal,  sufficient  to  pay  for  books,  stationa^  &c., 
when  received. 

On  the  Sabbath,  secular  employments  and  recreation  must 
be  abandoned,  and  the  pupils  are  expected  to  attend  church 
with  the  principal  and  his  family.  A  portion  of  Sabbath 
afternoon  is  occupied  in  studying  the  Bible,  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Principal,  or  some  person  whom  he  may  deem 
competent. 


GBNSHAL  RULES. 


1.  All  the  pupils  are  rec|uired  to  be  prompt  in  responding  to  the  call 
of  the  bell,  for  rising,  family  worship,  meals,  opening  of  school,  out 
door  exercise,  study  hours,  and  retiring. 

2.  Each  pupil  is  expected  to  observe  proper  decorum,  and  treat  all 
connected  with  the  Institution  with  that  deference,  respect,  and  kind¬ 
ness,  that  are  due  their  respective  positions. 

3.  Loud  talking  and  noise  after  the  lights  are  extinguished,  are 
prohibited. 

4.  No  correspondence  with  gentlemen  is  allowed,  unless  by  the  special 
sanction  of  Parents  or  Guardians,  made  known  to  the  Principal.  While 
ordinarilv  there  is  no  desire  to  ascertain  the  character  of  the  communi- 
cations  passing  between  Parents  and  Pupils,  every  letter  suspected  as 
being  prohibited  by  the  first  clause  of  this  fourth  rule  will  be  subject  to 
the  inspection  of  the  Principal  in  the  presence  of  the  person  to  whom  it 
is  addressed.  All  letters  or  packages  conveyed  to  or  from  the  board¬ 
ing  pupils  by  the  day  pupils  or  others,  are  to  pass  through  the  hands  of 
the  Principal. 

5.  Neatness  in  personal  appearance,  in  bed  room,  school  room,  &c., 
will  be  expected  from  each  pupil. 

6.  Defacing  or  destroying  the  pupils  own  property  will  be  severely 
reproved  ;  and  each  one  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  damages  done 
by  her  to  the  building,  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  Institution, 
or  to  those  connected  with  it,  and  for  articles  committed  to  her  care. 
And  furniture  broken  or  injured  by  carelessness  or  design,  and  the  au¬ 
thor  not  being  reported,  will  be  charged  proportionally  to  all  the  pupils. 

7.  Other  rules  which  may  be  thought  necessary  to  secure  the  best 
interests  of  the  Institution  will  be  adopted,  and  must  be.  obeyed. 


REGULATIONS. 


Bills  are  payable  strictly,  half  yearly,  in  advance,  and  all  other  items 
of  expense  incurred  during  each  half  year  are  payable  at  its  close. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  lost  time,  except  in  case  of  protracted 
sickness,  and  then  the  Principal  will  bear  half  the  loss. 

Pupils  will  be  received  at  any  time  during  the  session,  but  will  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  remain  at  least  to  the  close  of  the  year,  unless  by  special  ar¬ 
rangement  to  the  contrary  on  entering  the  school. 

Pupils  are  required  to  furnish  their  own  towels  and  table  napkins  ; 
and  it  is  desirable  that  each  one  furnish  a  silver-fork  and  napkin  ring.
